A d v a n ta g es to b e G ained from an In ter­ 
ch an ge w ith C anada. 
W ashington, September 7,h.—Senator 
Sherm an’s Echeme for reciprocity with 
Canada has found a great deal of favor. 
Congresman Hilt, Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, ia enthusiastic 
in its favor. He said this m orning: “ The 
present Tory Government of Canada has 
what it calls a standing offer of reciprocity, 
but it is limited to '.he list of agricultural 
products which they export to the Uniled 
States and which we never send to Canada, 
and this is frequently held up to the Tory 
voters who desire to "trade with the United 
States, which Sir John McDonald aud his 
followers, by this ingenious devise, ran 
say that they offer and we riject. 
We 
would probably sell them, with unrestricted 
reciprocity, $100,000 000 worth of our goods 
and products per annum , and that trade 
would go on increasing. 
“ We had a one-sided and unfair re­ 
ciprocity under the treaty of 1854, which 
was so unsatisfactory that we terminated 
it, but even under that arrangem ent the 
trade with Canada increased by leaps and 
boand3. W ith reciprocity, their tariff in 
the meanwhile standing against Europe, 
we would sell them within the next five 
years nearly everything they get out3ide of 
their lim its—that is, most ol the im ports of 
Canada would be drawn from the United 
States. On thÍ3 side they would reap even 
greater advantages, entering upon a new 
prosperity, like one of our Western States.” 


CEN TR A L A M ERICAN 
STATES. 


T h e D ep artm en t at W ashington Said to 
H ave C onfidence in M lzner. 
B altim obe, 
September 
7 th —Samuel 
Kimberly, Secretary of the Legation to the 
Central American States and Consul-Gen­ 
eral of the United States at Guatemala, 
starts for his post to morrow. Speaking 
of the affairs of the Central American 
States, Kimberly said : 
“I think the Department at W ashington 
has perfect confidence in Minister Mizuer. 
The Guatemalans are an impetuous race, 
and it would be wisest for us to move 
slowly. The Central Americans are desir­ 
ous of having closer intercourse with the 
United States and our Government takes a 
deep interest in the matter. Some little 
diplomatic complications may arise out of 
the Barrundia affair, but not of so seriou3 
a character as to cause any breach and the 
whole m atter will be soon straightened 
out.”

E. L. Goodsell on Tuesday last closed out 
fifteen carloads. Besides the engagement 
of fifty trucks, it required forty men. some 
on duty twenty-five hours continuously, to 
unload the cars and put the goods into 
shape for sale and delivery. Besides the 
regular buyers, about 200 fruit meu from 
neighboring cities were bidder3, and the re­ 
sult of the sales was given to about 100 
California shippers twenty-four hou:s after 
the day’s work. 
Ripe figs were made the novelty for the 
week. Peaches will he wanted while the 
crop last9 on the coast. Grapes are doing 
well. 
The demand centered, as usual, 
upon 
the flaming 
Tokays. 
California 
grapes will have a larger competition this 
year than last, by the heavy yield of Al­ 
mería or Malaga grapes. This foreign crop 
is estimated at 100,000 barrels heavier than 
usual.

In Turkey, twenty years ago, men were 
hanged for trifles; tradesmen who sold 
short weights might be nailed by the ear 
to their own door-posts; and petty thieves, 
as well as men who were impertinent to 
officials, or who refused to pay their taxes 
twice over, were bastinadoed on the soles 
of the feet, says Temple Bar. This last 
punishment, by the way, was either light 
or cruel, according as the patient was ac­ 
customed to go barefooted or to spend his 
life in babouches. The water carriers, 
porters, street fruit sellers, and peasants 
generally, whose soles were like horn, 
cared little for twenty-five cuts with a 
bamboo; hut to tradesmen, clerks and 
women the stripes were excrutiatingly 
painful and brought weeks of lameness. 
The present ÍSn!tan has abolished the 
bastinado in the European part of his do­ 
minions, and has practically done away 
with capital punishment, except for brig­ 
andage and lor attem pts of assassinating 
high officials. 
Even brigands, however, 
are only hanged when they have laid 
hands on foreigners and caused an outcry 
in the European press. 
Genuine Turks 
seldom find their way in'.o jail, save for 
murder or inability to pay taxes, and the 
murders are often committed under the 
influence of religious fanaticism, when the 
musselman, driven mad by the fast of 
Ramadan, or by the rejoicings of the Bai- 
ram holidays, runs amnck with a knife 
among a crowd of Giaours. 
Such oflenders, 
however, are always leniently dealt with 
by the pashas, unless, of course, they hap­ 
pen to kill a foreign Christian having an 
Embassador to aveDge him. 
In Turkish prisons the mussulmans and 
Christians are kept apart, and the former, 
a grave and gentlemanlike looking set of 
men, bask in the sun most of the day 
smoking, and they perform frequent abla­ 
tions at the trickling fountain in the mid­ 
dle of their airing yard. They give no 
trouble, and wait with the utmost patience 
until it shall please Allah to open the 
prison doors for them. The Christians, a 
herd of Greeks, Bulgarians and Macedo­ 
nians, with the most villainous faces, mor­ 
als and manners imaginable, have to be 
ruled with a tight hand to be kept from 
strangling one another. When it becomes 
! necessary to hang one of these gentry the 
¡ 


' Greek goes to his punishment struggling 
and howling; the Turk makes no more ado 
about the m atter than if he were going to 
have his head shaved. 
As the Turkish 
exchequer provides no hangman or ropes 
for executions some curious things occa­ 
sionally happen. 
Not long ago a Turk 
who had to be hanged at Kirdjoli walked 
about the town for an honr with two sol­ 
diers who had been ordered to execute 
him. 
These soldiers did not mean to buy 
a rope with their own mom»y, end they 
failed to borrow one. 
Eventually they 
broke into a stable, stole a rope, and 
hanged their man from a nail over the 
door. * 
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Sad E xp erien ce o f an E xp lorin g F ariy in 
A lask a. 
S an F rancisco, 8 fp ’«.n.ber 7ih —News 
hid ibis city yesterday that the Me- 
ath-Turner exploring party was still in 
sks, and would rerua n there daring 
— win’er. One section of the party is 
encamped on the Porcupine river in d tb e 
o'her on the Yukon river, about 2,000 mites 
from its u i u h . An account of the doings 
and experience of the explorers has been 
received by Dr. T.C. Mendenhall, Assistant 
Superintendent of the U nihd States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey. Tne partv wa3 first 
sent out by the United States Government 
Its mission was to locate and de'erm ine the 
14Ut parallel boundary liDe between the 
Unite-1 States and the British possessions 
in A ksks. 
McGrath arrived in Alaska in 
the beginning of June, 1889 and until re- 
cantly n > word waa heard from him . 
He 
proceeded from Sitka north, a distance of 
over l.oOO miles, and camped in a harrtn 
and bleak district. 
It was expected that 
the steam er Arctic would take the explor­ 
ers a sufficient quantity of provisions. 
Reiving on this help, very few stores were 
taken overland. 
Unknown to the campers 
Arctic was wrecked on her voyage, and 
everything on board was jettisoned. To 
tally unconscious of this fatali'y, the 
weary partv 
k«-pt 
daiiy vigil f,';r the 
steamer. 
Their scanty "supply cf pro­ 
visions commenced to thin out. 
After the expiration of a few weeks the 
position became so serious that the rations 
to the men were halved, and later on thev 
were quartered. The hopethat thesteam er 
would arrive was finally given up. 
The 
danger of starvation loomed up threaten­ 
ingly. 
During the latter part of August the lit­ 
tle camp was surprised by the appear"Lee 
of several miners who bad come down the 
Yukon river. 
They told a pitiful tale of 
arvation, and some of them had scarcely 
strength enough left to eiih>r talk or walk. 
They demanded the return of a lighter lent 
the McGrath party some months before. 
Face to face with the peril of a terrible 
death, the miners at-d explorers decided 
upon a last attem pt to secure some means 
of subsistence. Two members of the ex­ 
ploring party, named McLarty and French, 
accompanied the miners to a place called 
M ukiukayiet, where it was thought some 
stores might be had. 
After au absence of several weeks, during 
which the Yukon river froze over, McLarty 
and French were successful in securing 
some stores. They packed them on a band 
sled, and also on a sledge drawn by dogs, 
and set out for the camp in June. The 
principal provisions obtained were flour 
and beans. After traveling 350 miles and 
encountering a thousand set-backs, camp 
was finally reached. The seeDe which met 
the arrivals wes pitiful. 
During the ab­ 
sence of the McLarty party the siarving 
explorers had exhausted their provisions 
They were lean, gaunt, w hile and despair­ 
ing. Their only hope was centered in the 
success of the long-absent skirm ishers 
Tbe.v had been compelled to kill several 
draft anim als and the sledge dogs were 
given the leather tops of the explorers’ 
boots to eat. 
The return of McLarty and 
French was bailed with acclamations of 
joy. 
By e?refn! feeding and nursing the 
entire pariy recovered health and strength. 
McGrath writes that he will remain on 
the Yukon arid push his investigations to 
completion. 
The party has already made 
a valuable collection of specimens.

T he S cen e o f th e A ccid en t P resen ts a 
F earfu l A p p earan ce. 
S po kane F alls (Wash ), September 7th- 
The dreadful explosion of dynam ite at the 
Northern Pacific yards last ñight was the 
all engrossing topic of conversation in this 
city to-day. Curiosity caused hundreds to 
visit the scene of ihe accident during the 
day to watch the work of removing the 
im mense arnouDt of rock thrown down by 
the explosion into the cut below, under 
which most of the bodies of those killed 
were found. 
The scene of the explosion presented a 
fe .rf i! appearance 
On top of the ledge of 
rock wheie the unfortnnate Jam es M cPher­ 
son was tam ping the blast by the explosion 
of which so m auy were hurled into eter­ 
nity, a deep hole was excavated, and it is 
estimated that 2 500 cubic feet of rock and 
earth were hurled npon the unfortunate 
men directly beneath in the cat. 
The explosion was a terrible one, it be­ 
ing stated that 150 pounds of dynamite 
were in each of the two blasts discharged. 
Although a large force was kept at work 
until all the rock was dislodged and the 
premature blast was removed, no more 
bodies were found. The num ber of dead 
found last night was fourteen.

tion to these one man died from the (fleets 
of his injnries at the hosprial to-day and it 
is also reported that two others who were 
badly injured died at their homes during 


the day.

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MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT - THE EX­ 
AMPLE OF GLASGOW. 
The literature of the question of govern­ 
ment of cities was greatly augmented and 
benefited by the paper of Albert W. Shaw) 
published in the March Century, upon the 
government of the city of Glasgow, Scot­ 
land. That is deemed a model city, for 
economy of government, cleanliness, good 
order and general satisfactory administra­ 
tion. The system there adopted has for 
basis the principle of the divorcement of 
politics from city government. The party 
lines exist in Glasgow, but they are never 
sharply drawn in city affairs, the ruling 
spirit being that demanding cheap and 
good government irrespective of politics. 
The Town Council of Glasgow is chosen 
mainly from the rjpks of business men, 
those who have succeeded in life and 
proved their business competency. They 
serve without salary or fees, the selection 
to the position being held to be the con­ 
ferment of an especially high honor. A 
Councilman who has proved his efficiency 
can generally he re-elected as often as he 
may desire. All the departments of the 
city government are filled by men who 
hold their positions for life, or during good 
behavior and competency. Thus in street 
cleaning, lighting, draining, finances, etc., 
Glasgow gets precisely the service from 
her managers that a great business house 
receives from its. The result is a hand­ 
some, orderly, healthy and economically 
ordered city. 
The Century for September asks if Glas­ 
gow would have so satisfactory a govern­ 
ment if she chose her officers according to 
the American plan ? The response of our 
own people will be a unanimous negative. 
Our plan involves the practice of the city 
paying more for all it gets, and getting the 
poorest quality at that, than is charged 
against the private citizen for the same 
goods or service. The reason is ciear, the 
percentage to political servitors must be 
paid out of the excess of real cost; 
the reward for political service governs 
the awarding of city patronage, rather 
than economic considerations. 
Of course our electoral system, a neces­ 
sity in a republic, renders it far more dif­ 
ficult for us to select municipal adminis­ 
trators such as Glasgow has, than in that 
city. Indeed, it will always remain a 
hindiance to the attainment of the highest 
degree of economy in municipal adminis­ 
tration in America. Nevertheless, it is 
possible to make the majority so intelli­ 
gent and courageous upon this subject, that 
it will control the matter in the Glasgow 
direction. This will be less difficult, if 
political parties withdraw from municipal 
elections, and it is by no means chimerical 
to look for a day, when they will do so. The 
voters in cities will some day come to take 
a view of the matter that will make it 
possible for the political party to be or­ 
dered out of city elections. When the 
people are convinced that their interests 
will be better conserved by such an order, 
it will be made. In the mean time, Amer­ 
ican cities will get just the kind of govern­ 
ment they make for themselves, and there­ 
fore as good as they deserve. When their 
citizens resolve to deserve better, they will 
be able to secure it. 
UN-AMERICAN TR0 POSITION S. 
Down in Mississippi they are concocting 
a plan to undermine a republican form of 
government. The present Constitutional 
Convention at the Capital of the State is 
for precisely that purpose. They have 
several plans in view; one is to amend the 
Constitution so as to disfranchise all citi­ 
zens who do not own a homestead worth 
at least $200, or other taxable property 
to that value. Another is to give the 
owner of $1,000 worth of property an ex­ 
tra vote. Still another is to exclude from 
the polls all persons convicted of petit lar­ 
ceny and misdemeanors of a similar order. 
Judge Campbell, President of the Conven­ 
tion, has formulated what he styles the 
Australian plan—a plan which, if adopted 
as he proposes, would practically disfran­ 
chise half the whiles as well as nearly all 
the blacks. The plan has a good many 
supporters in one form or another. Sena­ 
tor George proposes a sort of Electoral 
College to choose State officers and Legisla­ 
tures. Chancellor Cowen proposes to en­ 
franchise lads from 16 to 21, if they have 
a certain amount of property. Another 
idea is to give the control of the Legisla­ 
ture to the white counties only, and to 
confer upon the Governor the power to 


appoint all County and district officers. 
Judge Campbell's plan is strikingly origi­ 
nal. He proposes to give owners of real 
estate votes according to the value of their 
land, in addition to a manhood ballot. 
Thus, a planter of large means would cast 
in reality as many votes as he employes 
negroes to work his lands, since cultivated 
acreage is there represented by the toilers 
upon it. Under such a regulation Gov­ 
ernor Alcorn would cast about 1,000 votes. 
Some of these plans to give the 
control of the State to one class and to 
maintain an aristocracy that once had 
slavery as its corner-stone, are opposed to 
the true spirit of the Constitution of 
the United States. They fly in the very 
face of the obligation of a State of the 
Federal Union to maintain a republican 
form of government. While the regula­ 
tion of the exercise of the suffrage right is 
unquestionably within the province of the 
State, it has not the right to make the 
qualifications of voters tyrannically re­ 
pressive of the vote. 
Let us suppose for a moment that some 
of the propositions advanced in Missis­ 
sippi were put forward in California by a 
Republican Legislature or Convention: 
what a howl would go up from the Demo­ 
cratic hosts; how blue the air would grow 
with the imprecations of the enraged free­ 
men of that political faith ; how the Dem­ 
ocratic press would blaze with protests and 
denunciations ; how sincerely the senti­ 
ment of patriotism and loyalty to free in­ 
stitutions would be invoked to resist the 
attempt to establish class rule and to ostra­ 
cize the poor man. Yet just such proposi­ 
tions are made in a sovereign State of the 
South, and we do not hear from the Dem­ 
ocratic press a solitary word of rebuke, or 
so much as the whispered breathing of a 
mild protest. The assault in Mississippi 
upon free institutions is at once defiant and 
alarming, but in the Democracy that has 
so long claimed to be the champion of the 
Constitution there is not even a flutter of 
surprise or remonstrance. 
As noted yesterday, the Examiner has 
sought to show that Mr. Pond was so well 
known he could not carry the delegation 
from San Francisco in the State Conven­ 
tion, but that votes “trickled” in for him 
from Siskiyou, Humboldt, Placer, Fresno, 
Santa Barbara, etc. The other candi­ 
dates had a well-defined position at home, 
and were able to- command their local 
delegations. They were the candidates of 
the localities where they were best known, 
and where their fellow-citizens had the 
best opportunity of judging of their fit­ 
ness for the great office to which they 
aspired. Mr. Pond, however, according to 
the Examiner, was the fortunate favorite of 
piddling votes from all over the State, 
from Siskiyou to San Diego. Of course, 
the people of Siskiyou, Placer, Fresno and 
Santa Barbara, the localities from which 
the piddling votes “trickled,” were highly 
qualified to judge of Mr. Pond’s character, 
and to form just estimates of his fitness. 
But behind all this “trickling” and pid­ 
dling, stood Buckley with 144 votes in a 
solid delegation, with which he could 
have made any one of the candidates suc­ 
cessful. He cast the entire vote solid for 
Pond when it became time to do so, and 
when this flood was added to the votes 
that “trickled” from Siskiyou and San 
Diego, it constituted a majority of the 
Convention. The simple reason that votes 
“ trickled ” from Siskiyou, Humboldt, 
Placer and San Diego, was because the 
people from these remote localities had 
observed from the surface indications, as 
set forth in the metropolitan journals, 
that Pond was in the habit of vetoing 
Buckley’s bills before the Board of Super­ 
visors. They saw, however, if they ob­ 
served with any degree of acumen, that 
the bills always passed over the veto, and 
this because the city was under the feet of 
the great boss. The vetoes had a similar 
motive, since it was known that the meas­ 
ures would be passed over the veto, and 
there was no one that knew this quite so 
well as Mr. Pond himself. And so the 
little drama, which was to present Mr. 
Pond in the light of a champion of honest 
municipal government, was rehearsed for 
weeks and months, preparatory to its pre­ 
sentation on the floor of the State Conven­ 
tion. The curtain was rung up, and Pond 
was in the gallery, pencil and paper in 
hand to tally the votes which “trickled” 
to him from localities where he was least 
known. We do not doubt his sincere hope 
that the “trickling” would be sufficient. 
He knew that the nomination W3S already 
arranged, but, above all this, he desired to 
avoid all appearance of the truth in his 
case; he desired the secret and illicit re­ 
lations with Buckley and the open pre­ 
tense of opposition. At last, however, the 
passion of the play culminated in the tri­ 
umphant nomination of Pond, with the 
solid delegation from San Francisco at his 
back, and the curtain was rung down on 
the humiliating exposure of the partner­ 
ship which has so long existed between 
the Democratic candidate for Governor 
and the great leader of the party. Buckley 
and Pond were conjoined like the Siamese 
twins, and the Examiner is engaging daily 
in the fruitless task oí performing the 
surgical operation which shall separate 
them at once in the minds of the public. 


Sh all we condemn or commend the in­ 
ventor who proposes to put smokeless 
powder in the shade by a device that will 
throw a cloudy mass over an army and 
put all its soldiers into a profound sleep, 
whereupon it will be easy to march on 
and take the entire outfit captive ? This 
Is certainly more humane than the killing 
of human beings, which is the shorter defi­ 
nition of war. But if we commend the 
inventor, what shall we do for heroes in 
arms? Where will go the glories of bat­ 
tle and the pomp and circumstance of 
war ? Will not the noble art of killing 
by the code of warfare degenerate into 
most unsentimental and prosaic business ? 
If the somnolent method can lie availed of 
by the armies of one power, so, too, it can 
be improved by those of another, and we 
will have war reduced^ to sleeping con­ 
tests, in which the party that wakes first 
will enjoy the advantage. 
Since the 
wholesale capture of the enemy is the 
great end to be gained by the new system, 
there will be comparatively little need 
for guns and ammunition, and hence some 
important industries will be blotted out 
and great bodies of workmen be thrown 
out of employment. True, the creation 
and projection machinery for the gases 


that are to envelop the armies will engage 
some labor jand skill, but not a tenth part 
that now are employed in the manufacture 
of ammunition and arms. So it would 
seem that for the sake of prospective 
heroes and the material welfare of gun 
and gunpowder makers, to say nothing of 
manufacturers of other classes, we ought 
to frown upon the ambitious man who 
proposes to substitute sleep for bullets and 
gas for gunpowder and to put an end to 
the whole art of killing men.

of persons in the somnambulistic state hav­ 
ing been influenced by the operator to 
commit crime. 
So serious has this ques­ 
tion grown that French surgeons have 
been prohibited from practising hypnot­ 
ism in the army and navy. 
Obviously it 
is undesirable that the control of anyone’s 
thoughts and actions should pass into 
another’s keeping. 
In view of the possi­ 
ble dangers it is highly inexpedient, in Dr. 
K err’s opinion, that physicians in family 
practice should hypnotize patients of both 
sexes and all ages in the daily round of 
their ordinary domiciliary visiting.

HYPNOTISM AND MEDICAL AET. 


R easons W hy It Should N ot B e G enerally 
P ra c tice d . 
(From the Baltimore Sun.] 
A t the recent meeting of the British 
Medical Association a t Birm ingham there 
was a discussion of hypnotism from the 
medical point of view, and conclusions 
were reached which are of importance to 
the general public. 
It was conceded on all 
hands that the use of hypnotism ought to 
be confined to medical men, and its prac­ 
tice for purposes of amusement or gain 
prohibited. 
Public m esm erism -m edical, 
philanthropic or commercial—was pro­ 
nounced “degrading and disgusting.” Leg­ 
islation, in the opinion of some of the 
physicians at the meeting, is necessary for 
the control of the application of hypnotism 
in the treatm ent of disease. 
There are 
cases, it was urged, in which it is a useful 
adjunct to regular treatm ent, but it is sub­ 
ject to terrible abuse, and frequent re­ 
course to it by physicians or others is to be 
deprecated. 
An advocate of its use in­ 
stanced the case of a patient who suffered 
from sleeplessness, the result of neuralgia. 
H e hypnotized the subject and left with 
him a paper, on which was w ritten : 
“Go 
to sleep at once, and wake up in the morn­ 
ing at 7:30. 
You will have no pain when 
Íou awake.” 
The patient did precisely as 
e was told, and the experim ent was suc­ 
cessful. 
But this subjection of one person 
to the will of another was objected to by 
the best authorities as injurious in various 
ways. 
. 
Dr. Norman K err of London, in a paper 
read at the meeting, “accepted practi­ 
cally,” he said, “all the alleged hypnotic 
phenomena of facts,” but still, after close 
study, he saw in hypnosis “only a dis­ 
torted cerebral state, an abnormal physical 
condition, with exaltation of receptivity 
and energv.” 
As a remedy he considered 
it hardlv desirable, or even justifiable. To 
begin with, only a limited num ber of per­ 
sons are susceptible to it—the proportion 
fixed by some observers being seven out of 
every ten. 
The alter effect is a disturb­ 
ance of mental balance, a dissipation of 
nerve energy and nerve exhaustion. 
I1 re- 
quent repetition is likely to cause deterio­ 
ration of brain and nerve function, in­ 
tellectual decadence and moral perversion. 
T he6tate of the hypnotized person is a 
diseased state, a departure from health. It 
is what physicians call neorosia,embracing 
lethargic, cataleptic and somnambulistic 
states. 
To cure a person of a disease by 
hypnotism, therefore, is only substituting 
another disease. 
Suffering can be tempo­ 
rarily assuaged by the hypnotist’s art, but

"HE OLIVE. 


SOMETHING OF A THEE FREQUENTLY 
MENTIONED IN THE BIBLE. 


T h e E x tra ctio n o f O il from th e F ru it— 


A Source o f G reat R ev en u e to 


Spain an d Ita ly . 


As the story goes, it was in the days of 
Cecrops, King of Attica, that the two rival 
deities, (Neptune and Minerva) strove 
for the worship of the Athenians. 
Each 
claimed priority of right. 
Neptune, by a 
salt spring which his trident had opened 
in the rock of the Acropolis; Minerva, by 
pointing to the olive tree which at her 
voice sprung from the soil. 
The gods in 
council decided that the latter was the 
earlier and more useful gift, and Minerva 
became the tutelary deity of the city. 
Under this pleasing fable, told in various 
ways, is doubtless shadowed forth the en­ 
deavors of the early Athenian rulers to 
turn the citizens from warlike and sea-far­ 
ing pursuits to the cultivation of the soil 
and the peaceful arts; and on the coins of 
Attica before the time of Pericles, an olive 
branch appeared with the moon and owl. 
Goats were sacrificed to Minerva because 
they were thought to do special injury to 
the olive tree, and Virgil follows the popu­ 
lar myth in calling her “oUee invmtrix.” 
The frequent mention of the olives in the 
Bible has made the tree one of the most 
interesting in the world. 
To this day, as 
told in Scripture, the wild olive grows in 
barren places with crooked trunk, gnarled 
branches and bitter fruit, and is grafted on 
the ‘'good” or cultivated tree. 
With the 
Jews as well as Greeks, the olive, as of old, 
is an emblem of peace and plenty. 
The olive blossoms in the neighborhood 
of Nice in April, and in Tuscany a month 
later. 
Its flowers are of a dull, creamy 
white, with thick, waxy petals. 
The 
period of greatest beauty for the olive is 
when the fruit is ripening, and the boughs 
are laden with the plump-shaped berries, 
varying in tint from bright green to dark 
red and bluish purple. 
The packing sea­ 
son begins in the early autumn, the oil 
from unripe fruit being more piquant and 
better for table use than any other; but of 
course the yield is less copious. 
From 
November to January, according to situa­ 
tion and variety, the fruit ripens. 
It is 
gathered by shaking the tree, or by pick­ 
ing; the more care being taken, of course 
the better the oil. 
It is stored in dry 
rooms till a sufficient quantity is obtained 
for pressing. 
This is done by means of a 
mill not unlike a cider-mill, worked by 
either horse or water power. 
When the 
olives are reduced to a pulpy mass, this is 
put into baskets of hemp made in a pe­ 
culiar form. 
Ten or twelve of these are 
piled up together and pressure is applied. 
The oil thus obtained is called “virgin 
oil,” and is of the first quality. • Boiling 
water Í6 then poured on the mass to facili­ 
tate the expression of the remaining oil. 
The refuse, or marc, as it is called, is left 
to undergo a short fermentation, and then 
again put into the press with boiling 
water poured on as before. 
From this is 
obtained the first huile de receuse, which 
is of inferior, fatty quality. 
The residue is now thrown into a brick 
or stone trough filled with water, and com­ 
municating with others into which the 
liquid flows off as the mass is stirred and 
beaten with poles; and the oil rising to 
the sui face is skimmed off. The remainder 
is put into caldrons and boiled with water; 
and a new pressure brings out what is 
called the second huile de receuse, or refuse 
oil, which is mixed with the first, and used 
for the manufacture of soap. 
All the 
different 
waters 
used 
in 
the 
process 
and 
in 
cleansing 
the 
utensils 
are 
poured 
into . reservoirs, 
and 
the 
oil 
called Cenfer, which comes to the surface 
clear and limpid, though useless on account 
of its strong taste and odor for table pur­ 
poses, is the best for burning. 
Olive oil is 
still preferred to petroleum by many I tal 
ian and French families, as it givesasofter 
and less dazzling light. 
The picturesque 
old Etruscan lamps are still in use for 
carrying about the house and lighting 
visitors down the stairways of houses in 
Florence and Rome, as well as in humble 
» towns. 
The dregs remaining in the caldron are 
pressed into casks and used for heating 
the water in the oil mills; the kernels 
which were separated from the fruit in the 
. first trough are also sold for heating pur­ 
poses, and even their ashes are useful, as 
they contain a good deal of potassium. 
The baskets 
are much sought after for 
manure, as they are saturated with oil. 
The oil is preserved in great earthern jars, 
varnished on the inside, or in cisterns 
lined with cement, which are tightly 
closed to exclude air and light. 
One hun­ 
dred kilograms of olives freshly picked 
from trees in good condition ought to re­ 
turn a fifth of their weight in virgin oil. 
As an article of food, oil has a most im­ 
portant place. 
The Italian workman finds 
bread and oil and wine an ample midday 
m eal; if he can add thereto a salad or an 
onion, it is a feast. 
In the cuisine of 
Southern Italy, oil takes the place of but­ 
ter, and is by many considered more 
healthful than any animal grease. 
There 
is a curious dish called brandada, much 
liked there. 
The foundation is salt fish, 
from which they remove the bones, and 
after boiling it to rags stir or pound it into 
a paste. 
An assistant then pours in the 
olive oil, while the head cook stirs. 
The 
addition of pareley and other herbs, and 
further stirring to complete the amalgama­ 
tion of the whole, renders the brandada 
fit for the table. 
The olive will flourish wherever the 
vine does well. 
It will not bear a temper­ 
ature below 21° or 22° Fahrenheit, and 
cannot be grown in Europe above the lati­ 
tude of 46°, which possesses a climate 
nearly corresj ion ding to that in America of 
latitude 40°. 
A few hours of severe cold 
after rain or snow suffice to destroy the 
young plants and fruit. 
There was an 
olive orchard in the vicinity of Marseilles, 
which had brought to the owner an in­ 
come of 10,000 francs in a single year, and 
seemed likely to do so again in the autumn 
of 1792, when one night the mercury went 
down to 10° below freezing, and in the 
morning all hope of a harvest was gone. 
The localities in Italy where the olive 
frows best are Sicily, Calabria, the Abruzzi, 
'uglia, Lucca and the Riviera. 
The best 
table oil exported to America is from the 
Íirovince o f Lucca. 
The olives prepared 
or eating come from Spain, those of Italy 
being inferior for this use, although eaten 
by the lower classes. The olives of the 
plain yield more fruit than those of the 
hills, but the oil is less delicate. 
A gentle 
slope, well-sheltered from cold winds, is 
the most favorable situation. 
In moderate 
climates, the exposure should be to the 
east; in warmer ones, toward the west and 
north; while on the outmost northern 
lim it only a full southern exposure will 
content the tree. 
It prefers a dry and 
rather stiff soil; the fat plains make it cor­ 
pulent and short-lived.

Eds. R eco rd -U n io n : I have in a few ar­ 
ticles endeavored to show th at th e Board of 
Supervisors, w ho h ave the authority, should 
ascertain w hence w ater for irrigation can 
be had and th e possibility of obtaining it 
from th e m ost convenient po in t—say the 
A m erican river. 
I have endeavored to show , th a t tbongh 
ou r people in the county are not convinced 
of th e great im portance of irrigation by 
ditches, are not satisfied of its h ealth fu l­ 
ness; 
are not satisfied of k s cheapness, as 
com pared w ith w indm ills, horse and steam 
pow er; 
still it is th e duty of the proper 
authorities to show th e conveniences, the 
cost and the sources of w ater for th is pur" 
po3es—th at th e people could have before 
them data from w hich to form a correct 
conclusion. 
I have fu rth er endeavored to show th at 
if w ater can be obtained from the A m er­ 
ican river, other enterprises of equal or 
greater im portance and value can be con­ 
joined w ith this, w hich will m aterially les­ 
sen the cost and add incalculably to its 
value—to wit: 
it will give a w ater pow er 
equal in value to the irrigation schem e and 
bearing one th ird or one h alf of the cost of 
construction of dam s—and if navigation 
shall be deem ed desirable, no additional 
cost will be m et w ith except th e cost of a 
lock in m ak in g the dam —w hich I will add, 
in th is narrow stream w ill be over one 
th ird of th e length of the dam . 
Shonld the U nited States do this, it will 
bear the w hole cost and keep the w hole 
control of the stream —selling the w ater­ 
pow er and irrigation values for a sum that 
w ould largely reduce the cost of their con­ 
struction. 
Should the w ater have to be obtained 
elsew here th an from the A m erican river, 
th e sam e pow er should discover the best 
source and have accessible the know ledge 
o f the cost, and a plat of the course possi­ 
ble on w hich it can be delivered. 
To do 
th is w ould cost bu t a fraction of one per 
cent, in our tax rate, but m ight be w orth 
alm ost m illions in accom plishing a great 
w ork. 
I t d o ts not seem to be a faculty that 
everybody possesses to see clearly the great 
value of irrigation. 
F o r exam ple, we are 
accustom ed to believe th at alfalfa can only 
be produced on river bottom s; b a t it is 
well know n th at it will grow on any soil if 
w ater can be applied. 
W here alfalfa can 
be raised, m ilk ranches can be m ultiplied. 
H ogs and beef cattle can be raised. 
Sheep 
can be fed from an acre of grass th a t would 
require m any acres of grazing land to su s­ 
tain. 
I am fully persuaded th a t this will 
be the m ethod of raising sheep and wool in 
th e no t distant future. 
P ertin en t to th is is the exam ple of the 
In d ian who w anted all his lands for the 
reason that it took 100 acres to produce 
enough cranberries to support one Indian. 
B ut by cultivation in this berry or som e 
other product, his land w ould support 100 
Indians. 
P ertinent also to this is the fact 
th at railroad facilities have stim ulated 160 


| efforts on the part of the aeronaut, Prof.

you have consumption try sarsaparilla. If 
railroads have not given ns very much in­ 
creased production, try irrigation. We are 
stim ulated in this direction bv every ex­ 
perim ent made for forty years. The wind­ 
m ill was a long step; horse power was an 
advance in itself, and a stay of the wind­ 
mill; small steam engines headed off both 
in 8 measure, until of late the wonderful 
effect of the Stephens powerful enginegives 
such wonderful results that every one has 
been, as it were, astonished. Still later 
this enterprise of -Mr. Stephens has been 
duplicated in the very strong hold of wind­ 
m ills in the very center of the "land of 
strawberries”—Florin. 
A nd still we will not see—i.e., practically 
see. One of the best farmers in our county 
said, since these articles were commenced, 
that he was opposed to the formation of 
irrigation districts and would vote against 
it. 
He said that he coaid erect a w ind­ 
m ill for $420; that this m ill would irrigate 
nine acres of land and would be cheaper 
and better than water in ditches. W hen 
asked whether it would irrigate nine acres 
if planted to sm all fruits—as strawberries 
—he thought not. Of coarse, though I did 
not ask the question, the same would have 
been returned in regard to vegetables of 
everv kind. 
I did not then pursue the subject farther, 
but I wish to resume briefly now and hope 
he will count up costs a little. One hun­ 
dred and sixty acres by windmills would for 
imperfect irrigation take eighteen mills, 
and woald cost $2,160. One hundred and 
aixty acres watered by a ditch would re­ 
quire twenty-three m iner’s inches of water. 
Aro one can tell which would be the cheaper 
method, but every one must know that the 
running water is the more reliable, and 
the expense of keeping the water running 
in ditches, it seems to me, woald be but a 
tithe of the repairs of the windmills. Be­ 
sides this it must not be forgotten that a 
very large num ber of windmills have a 
horse-power attachment, to be resorted to 
in tim es of calms and accidents. It is 
quite often disastrous to be w ithout the at­ 
tachm ent referred to. 
These 
will be 
donble the cost of the windmills. W ith­ 
out data, till the Supervisors shall examine 
and report, nothing approaching accuracy 
can be had ; but I am, for one, quite sure 
on whose side the credit m ust he placed 
and cannot be mistaken that the figure is a 
big one. 
Before taking present leave of irrigation 
by ditches allow me (to hint that the coun­ 
tries where this svstem prevails most ex­ 
tensively are probably India and China. 
If the people there are of the same nabiis 
as those that have slopped over on us, their 
methods will be found qnite primitive, 
and like our own Chinatown sewage, in 
sad need of improvement. 
O ar soil, too, is not like that of southern 
portions of onr 8tate. It will not become 
saturated to a great depth and require 
henceforth to be drained at a greater ex­ 
pense than that incurred in watering it 
We can apply the water and have moisture 
—can shut the wickets and at once dry onr 
soil. 
W e can have water as a sluice, or can 
train it to the foot of the trees as from a 
windmill. 
If the ditch were of the mag 
nitnde of a canal, we conld close all the 
gatee and have a cenai-boat. 
B ut I must 
not get too far into what is too improbable.

FR0M WEALTH TO POVERTY. 
v a-d s Cause the Downf.l< c! a Siamese 
Nobleman. 
London, September 7th.—On Thursday 
m orning last the steamer Gleneard, laden 
with merchandise and carrying a handful 
of passengers, moved slowly out of South 
dock, London, and steamed away down the 
Thames bound for Singapore and China. 
On board was one of Siam's most distin­ 
guished sons and a handsome man of about 
30 years, in whose veins 'flows noble blood, 
and who for twelve months past ha3 been 
his country’s represeniative in Paris. On 
board he was, but not as he had come, with 
servants eager at his call and all that was 
best on the ship at his disposition. 
On the morning in question this fine- 
looking youug fellow, wbose grandfather 
was a regent of Siam, and who had him ­ 
self made his mark at the gay Capital for 
elegant dress and manners and lavish style 
of living, stood among the common sailors, 
mostly Chinamen, and with, arms bared, 
scrubbing away with a will at the brass 
work on deck, he was working his passage 
to Siguapore as the Stewart's assistant. 
He was ruined. How? It is a sad story 
of a fine position and still finer prospect, 
the result of years of patient labor all 
tumbled over and shriveled away because 
this high-spirited diploma: from Siam be­ 
ing in Paris wanted to do as Parisians do, 
and he did it. 
About six .mouths ago young Rapatb. 
that is bis name, was made a member of 
the worst gambling hell in Paris, to which 
George Washington has giveu a name. 
Night after night liveried coachmen used 
to wait outside while their worthy master 
exchanged his coin for grim experience. 
At first eights and nines ran in his favor 
and his dark eyes fl ished. He drove away, 
his pockets crammed with hundred-franc 
notes. He thought he had found a sure 
road to riches, but he hadn’t. 
More than one fair Parisienne can tell 
with what Oriental profusion he showered 
his gold upon his friends. At the battle of 
flowers in the Bois no turnout was richer 
with-garlands than his, and no more lavish 
in aiming rare bouquets at every pretty 
face. Much envied and admiied was he 
that day as he rolled along behind his high- 
stepping pair, and yet he was the same who. 
last Thursday, ou his hands and knee3, wa3 
scrubbing his way to an Eastern laud aboard 
the steamer Gleneard. 
His, of course, was the same old story of 
having lost his winnings. Rapath pro­ 
ceeded to lose everything else. He got 
deep in debt, and when his Government 
learned the truth, about a month ago, he 
wss relieved from his post and recalled to 
Siam, recalled in disgrace. This blow 
came like a thunderbolt, and while it 
8tunued him at first, it finally brought him 
to his senses. 
Having made his bed he declared to a 
friend that he would lie on it, however hard 
it proved, and he wired back to Siam his 
resignation. Then, selling all he bad of 
jewels, furniture, pictures, even to his 
clothing, he succeeded in paying all that 
he owed, but he had scarcely anything left 
in the world—barely enough to reach 
London. 
A week ago I met him here by chance, 
o longer the dashing young swell I bad 
known in Paris. “I haven’t a penny,” he 
said sorrowfully, nor a place to lay my 
head. I have eaten nothing for twenty- 
four hours, but,” drawiDg himself up 
proudly, ‘‘no man can ever say that I went 
away from Paris owing so much as a franc. 
No, I will not appeal to my friends, 
although I have plenty of them. 
W hat’s 
the use? As we say in the East, ‘When a 
man laughs, the world laughs with him, 
but when he cries he cries alone.’ Go back 
to my country or family in disgrace? 
Never. I shall work my way to Cambodia, 
where the King knows me. There I shall 
commence life over again, aDd who 
knows.” said he, laughing gsylv, “but in 
five or ten years I may be back again in 
Paris as happy as ever ? Only mind, I 
shall never, never gamble again.” 
These brief facts in his sad story Rapath 
authorized me to publish, “but only,” said 
he, “when I am far away on the seas. My 
experience may help some poor devil who 
is ruining himself with that cursed bad art. 
I hope it may. Well, old chap, good-by.” 
IRELAND’S DISTRESS. 
Balfour Posing as a Friend of the In­ 
habitants of the Em erald Isle. 
London, September 7th.—Mr. Balfour is 
going to Ireland to direct the Executive in 
some measures to meet the distress which 
prevails there on account of the famine. 
He will also do something toward expedit­ 
ing the construction of the railway exten­ 
sions toward the west, and be will organize 
and put in better working shape the im ­ 
provements in drainage which are now go­ 
ing od, particularly in Dublin. 
Balfour also has a scheme on hand for 
the relief of congested district* where the 
effects of famine are likely to be osoet dis­ 
astrous. The idea is to relieve '/vcrp'q 
tion, partly by emigration to foreign >a»d* 
and partly by emigration to other par* of 
Ireland, as recommend*'! by Mr. Darltt, 
It is high time that the Secretary for 
Ireland should turn bis attention to the 
terrible state of affair» prevailing In that 
country. Up to the present time tbe au­ 
thorities at the Caatle have done absolutely 
nothing, and have paid no attention what­ 
ever to tbe repor a of great distress which 
have been the common taik all about here. 
In tbe tace of the brutal apathy of the 
people who ought to move first in a caee 
like tbi* a number of local bodies are tak­ 
ing action looking to tbe bettering of the 
condition of the peasantry. On the aug- 
gestion of Mr. Davitt, efforts are being 
made to influence the peasantry to sow 
cabbages and turnips, as promising to yield 
a good crop, as a subsii'.ute for the potato 
crop. This would bring about a small m it­ 
igation of the dislress, but would by no 
means suffice to relieve the people from 
their dreadful outlook.

MEXICO’S ARS1Y. 
President Diaz M aturing a Flan for a 
Reduction in Numbers. 
City of Mexico, September 7th.—Presi­ 
dent Disz is maturing a plan for the reduc­ 
tion of tbe army, which it is intended 
shall be composed solely of volunteers. It 
is believed, so far as can be judged at pres­ 
ent, that it would have the effect of elimi­ 
nating the criminal and otherwise un- 
dtsirable 
elements from 
tbe army. 
It is said it will hereafter be princi­ 
pally used on the northern and southern 
frontiers, and in the territory occupied Dy 
Indians. There are a large number of 
officers supported on the retired list, 
and if these are disbanded it will be a sav­ 
ing to the country of several millions an­ 
nually. So as net to offend the more than 
100 Generals, and other officials in propor­ 
tion, if the President's plan is carried into 
effect, it is supposed that many of these 
officets would find employment in the Na­ 
tional Guard and other services in the 
service of the State.

SHE WILL BE EXILED. 
General B arrundla’a Daughter Cannot 
Longer Reside in G uatem ala. 
City of Guatemala, September 7th.— 
The Barillas Government has just decided 
to exile the daughter of General Barrundia, 
who attempted the life of Minister Mizner. 
This is done out of deference to Minister 
Mizuer's wishes. He does not want her 
prosecuted. It is reported that all of Bar- 
rundia's relatives are to be also exiled, in­ 
cluding Dr. Ramon Bengoechea, a son-in- 
law of the deceased General. 
President Barillas was interviewed to­ 
day, and said that Barrundia was tbeauthor 
of tbe many crimes charged to Barrios. 
The people here hated him. His death is 
viewed with satisfaction by both the Gov­ 
ernment and people. 
“In what light does your Government 
look upon the seizure of General Barrundia 
on board of tbe Acapulco?" 
“First, our contract with the Pacific Mail 
gives us the right to seize contraband of 
war : second, the steamer was in Guate­ 
malan waters and amenable to our jurisdic­ 
tion ; third, if there had been any donbt as 
to the authority of the Guatemalan Govern­ 
ment to arrest Barrundia, who was a traitor 
to his country, apart from his political and 
other crimes, the American Minister wonld 
have requested us to desist, which he did 
not; fourth, Barrundia wss a Guatemalan 
citizen and was within reach of Guate­ 
malan laws, and finailv he would have had 
to staud his trial, it he had oeen caught 
alive, and was only shot because he re­ 
sisted.”

OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
W hat it Costa an Ocean Greyhound to 
M ake a Trip. 
[From the Philadelphia Tress J 
The cost of a single round trip across 
‘.he Atlantic and back of one of the great 
ocean steamships must be from $20,000 to 
$50,000, the last figure being often too 
small for such a boat as the Teutonic, the 
City of New York or the Columbia. _The 
former vessel turned into smoke full $7,500 
worth of coal on her last passage here, or 
about $1,200 each day. If she had been 
going to Liverpool, instead of from that 
city, the American coal that would have 
been used up in getting the same amount 
of power would have cost about $10,000. 
Steamship men who have been discussine 
last week’s ocean race claim that the Teu­ 
tonic must have burnt nearly §10,000 of 
Welsh coal anyhow, and are not inclined to 
accept any lower estimate. The Columbia, 
on her record-beating journey across tbe 
ocean, averaged 345 tons daily, or twenty 
tons more than the Teutonic’s officers say 
she consumed, while the Inman officers 
say that tbe City of New York burned 
350 tons ol coal a day in her last voyage. 
The coal bill, of course, is the biggest 
item of expense in fitting out a crack 
steamer lor a trip across the Atlantic, 
though the “feed bill,” as the pursers call 
it, makes a good second. Every hour taken 
off the record means a decrease in this 
important ittru, too, for it is estimated 
that four pounds of meat are consumed 
per minute on a voyage with an average 
summer passenger list. 
On some steamers tbe “feed bill” ex­ 
ceeds tbe coal bill, but not on the grey­ 
hounds that make the trip in six days or 
better. All the boats are provisioned for 
a fifteen days’ trip, so that in the event of 
an accident the bill of fare will not be 
6Üghted. The steward makes his pur­ 
chases after scanning the passenger list the 
day before sailing. 
The slaughter-houses along the Hudson 
get tbe order for meat thirty-six hours be­ 
fore the vessel sails, and they go to work 
at once killing the cattle. A full passen­ 
ger list would compel the steward to put 
into the refrigerator about 8,000 pounds of 
fresh beef and half thal amount of mutton, 
500 pounds of corn beef, 600 fowls, 250 
chickens, 80 turkeys, 50 brace of grouse, 
1,500 pounds fish, 2,600 pounds bam, and 
500 of bacon. Besides these there are pro­ 
portional amouuts of other kinds of meats, 
so that nothing will be missing from tbe 
table that could be found on the menu of 
auy first-class hotel on land. 
The meat disposed of, the ship’s steward 
gives out his orders for the other neces­ 
saries. Ten tons of potatoes go into big 
bins that look like caverns, and truck loads 
of other vegetables are dumped beside 
them. Five or six hundred quarts of milk 
are sent on board tbe morning of sailing, 
together with about 9,000 eggs and 900 
pounds of butter. For obvious reasons 
these are not delivered until tbe last mo­ 
ment. A single trip uses up 250 pounds 
of tea also, doulie that amount of coffee, 
and 1,200 pounds of sugars. Besides these 
staple articles of the table there are dozens 
of dainties sure to be called for by epicur­ 
ean passengers and which the steward can 
not afford to be “just out of.” 
There are four regular meals on ship­ 
board every day, but the tables are always 
supplied with fruits, nuts, etc. These dis­ 
appear so rapidly that the steward esti­ 
mates three oranges daily per paisenger, 
two and one-half apples, and two lemons. 
The bread, biscuits and pies are all made 
on board the vessel, and several tons of 
flour disap ear on the voyage. 
June or early July list of cabin passen 
gers will knock the necks off champagne 
battles faster than any hotel’s inmates. 
Those are the months when wealthy folks 
gc abroad. If half a dozen good story­ 
tellers, or men of the world, are on board, 
too, the steward never sails with less than 
a hundred cases. About 4,000 bottles of 
ale and porter will disappear on the same 
journey, 2,500 of mineral waters, and 300 
of other kinds of drinks. 
A profit is made on the sale of these, 
however, and it helps to lessen the net cost 
of the steward’s requisition on the com­ 
pany. Nevertheless, on all first-class lines 
it stands next to the coal bill in size. The 
cost of manning the vessel comes next. 
The big ’uns average 300 men, all told. 
Their pay ranges from $400 or $500 a 
month for the captain, to $15 for the “help­ 
ers.” Thirty dollars might be a fair aver­ 
age. That would mean $9,000 for the 300 
men per month, and few vessels average 
more than a round trip each month the 
year through. 
These three items of coal, food and crew, 
therefore, foot up over $35,000 for a swift 
journey across the Atlantic and back. In 
addition to these, however, the cost of 
maintaining docks on both sides of the 
oceaD, offices in all the principal cities 
and making repairs to the vessels eats up 
another $10,000 daring every voyage, and 
often more than that. 
Where does the money come from ? 
That it does come in is evidenced by 
the prosperity of nearly all the ocean 
lines. The Hamburg American Company 
paid 12 per cent, on its $10,000,000 capi­ 
tal last year, and the White Star is said 
to have done as well. 
The French line 
has always been a great money earner. 
The agent of one line said the other day 
that a full cabin list on the crack steam­ 
ers paid all the expenses. This means 
400 or 500 passengers who average $90 
apiece in fare and money spent on 
shipboard. That would be nearly $40,000 
from the saloon cabin alone. Some of the 
boats average 750 steerage passengers 
Westward bound at $20 each, which would 
represent an additional income. Freight» 
on the “greyhounds” seldom run over 
$3.000, because pa sengere take up ail the 
room. 
Then Uncle Ham and Queen Victoria 
make up a purse of $2,500 for carrying the 
mails on each yoyage. The totals would 
then read : From cabin passengers, $40,000; 
steerage, $15,000; freight, $3,000; mails, 
$2,500; total, $50,000. This would be only 
for a single trip, too, from Liverpool to 
New York, and if the vessel were equally 
full going back the companies would be 
coining money. But the figures given 
represent the highest that are obtained by 
any of the lines, and they are often cut in 
two during nine months of the year. At 
other titygs the passenger list is short and 
not more than 200 names are on it. They 
have to be takenciare of as well as if 
double that number*ere on board, how­ 
ever, and it is this that eats up the profit 
made by all the lines in the summer 
season. The loss of such a vessel as the 
Oregon, which was sunk in New York 
harbor, cute the stockholders out of a div­ 
idend, too, and the accident to the City of 
Paris, which took the Inman record- 
breaker into dry «locks with her last spring, 
not to yield it up until the Teutonic 
brushed off thirteen minutes this week, 
has lost the Inman people full half a 
million. 
UPFEK BUEMA.H FBONTIEH. 
A Region W here Bow and Arrrows Are 
the Only W eapon». 
(From the Calcutta Englishman.] 
Even for the Upper Burmah frontier the 
Chinbok country is a strange and unknown 
region, where bows and arrows and spears 
arc almost the sole weapons of the people, 
and where modern arms of precision are a 
new and terrible revelation as yet but dimly 
comprehended. 
The column, which comprised 600 men 
of the Burmah military police, under 
Lieutenant Bainey, of the Madras Staff 
Corps, setting ont from Changn, in the 
Yaw valley, went into camp at a place 
cal’rd Chauk B'o, on ?h* ridge separating 
the Yaw and Tray rivers, at an Elevation 
of 3,000 feet. Here it was on the confines 
of a country which has seldom been pene­ 
trated even by tbe Burmese raiders, and 
which was to learn from our troops for the 
first time what white men are like. 
For three months the column toiled and 
moiled among the steep, narrow ridges, 


which, traversing the country in r north­ 
westerly direction, are separated 1 deep, 
densely wooded valleys, and are d ted at 
wide intervals by Chinbok village'. Nat­ 
urally, it was to be expected that th Chin- 
boks would be shy of meeting the i.’trad­ 
ers; but the column was by no means 
prepared for the uncompromising n.aoner 
in which the whole population at first 
declined unreservedly to have any deal­ 
ings with it. As the expedition advanced 
the people simply vanished, and for a con­ 
siderable time it seemed as if all hopes of 
gaining touch with them would have to be 
abandoned. 
Kajin was understood to be a place of 
considerable strength, where preparations 
had been made for a stand; but the ex­ 
captive, who was acting as guide, was un­ 
able to lead tbe way hither, and it was 
not until a Chinbok had been regularly 
stalked and disabled by a well-aimed shot 
that the necessary information was forth­ 
coming. As it turned out, the special 
party of 100 rifles were actually wilhiu a 
day’s march of Kajin at the time, and 
within twenty-four hours the direction 
given by the wounded man was duly veri­ 
fied. According to Chinbok ideas, Kajin 
was certainly a place of strength; it was 
placed amid thick jungle, was occupied by 
a large party of Chins, and was approached 
on one side by paujied paths. Evidently 
the intention was to offer an effective re­ 
sistance at this point, for ali the women 
and children had been dispatched to the 
hills. Nor do the Chins seem to have en­ 
tertained much fear as to the result. 
Strange as it may seem, these savage 
heroes of the bow and spear were consci­ 
ous of no inferiority in their equipment, 
and calmly stood forth in an open field, 
within easy rifle range, with all the assur­ 
ance of perfect safety. 
Happily, as the result of much tact and 
restraint, the leaders of the expedition 
were able to turn the opportunity to the 
best advantage, and almost without a dis­ 
play of force, the day was won for peace 
and friendship. This, the most southerly 
of the Burmah expeditions, is at once 
highly interesting and highly successful. 
It brings the country lying between lati­ 
tude 21° and 42° and between 94° of longi­ 
tude and Aracan within our knowledge, 
and at the same time it solidifies our in­ 
fluence amODg the barbarous people, who 
might offer considerable resistance to 
schemes of settlement in the future. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


IJnliouk Xliat Check-Rein. 
We are not going to wage indiscrimi­ 
nate war against the check-rein, for we 
know too well its usefulness generally, 
and, under certain circumstances, its abso­ 
lute necessity, but for the hundredth time 
record our earnest protest against its indis­ 
criminate abuse. 
In ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred those who apply the side 
or over-check to their harness cannot give 
you any intelligent reason for its use 
further Than it was with the harness when 
they bought it, and it is fashionable to 
have it. Every other horse you will meet 
with on the streets of a city is either 
standing hitched with his face turned up 
to the hot sun, the flies swarming about 
his eves, month and ears, with no power 
to defend himself, or moving along in per­ 
fect misery from his head being pulled up 
to an unnatural position. If drivers who 
insist that their horse does not travel well 
or is in the habit of stumbling, or is liable 
to kick if his head is not reined up, would 
have the judgment, or a sufficient supply 
of the milk of human kindness, to throw 
off the check when they stop, the cruelty 
and harm would be greatly lessened, but 
very few of them ever think so far, and 
nearly every hour in the day one can find 
scores of poor animals standing in the snn 
suffering all the tortures of the rack or 
pillory, while their master is within doors 
enjoying himself, with no thought or care 
for the welfare of his mute and faithful 
servant. 
Many owners and drivers of horses will 
confess that their animals work better and 
do bettei when allowed to carry the head 
in a natural position, but they check them 
high for looks, W hat a mistaken idea ! 
All men admire high style if it is natural, 
but whenever a horse’s head is pulled 
higher than his formation justifies he 
shows it in every movement, and instead 
of adding to his beauty it greatly detracts 
from it iu the eyes of every man who is a 
judge of form.— The Horse. 


Naval Engineers. 
The repeated failures of new vessels 
sent out to make the official trials has 
alarmed the British Admiralty so much 
that they are about to call before them 
the best engineer officers to determine 
what would best be done. The Board 
has ignored the engineer talent too much 
in the design of new ships, and it is now 
beginning to realize that while the line 
officers have very good general ideas as to 
what a fighting ship should be, the confi­ 
dence in their mechanical ability has been 
misplaced. The /act is, that since the 
adoption of iron and steel for the construc­ 
tion of warships and the putting of so 
innch machinery into them to give them 
speed, the engineers have become the most 
necessary and most important corps of the 
navy, and the Admiralty have been driven 
by experience to a recognition that 
the engineers are an indispenable part 
of the building of a new navy. To 
get the necessary power into any sized ship 
to drive her at the required enormous 
speed, the boiler and machinery have to 
be driven to the utmost. But no boiler 
and no machinery will stand the excessive 
forcing and the high pressure which some 
of the requirements demand. Some of 
these requirements are absurdly unreason­ 
able, but would not have been so had the 
Admiralty recognized the naval engineers 
and constructors, as they are now begin­ 
ning to do.
